Bribery. And the ſeverall and reſpe@tive Elderſhips ſhall 
have power likewiſe to fuſpend from the Sacrament of the 
Lords Supper all Miniſters that ſhall be duely proved to be 
guilty. of any of the Crimes aforeſaid, from giving or re- 
eciying the Sacrament ofthe Lords Supper.

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And it is farther ordained he Lords and Commong, 
That the Elderſhip of every Congregation ſhall haye 
power to examine any perſon complained of for any 
matter of ſcandall aforeſaid, and upon confeflion of 
the party before the Elderſhip tohave committed ſuch 
an offence, to ſuſpend any ſuch perſon from the Sacra» 
ment of the Lords Supper. The Elderſhip of every 
Congregation ſhall examine upon oath ſuch witneſſes as 
ſhall be produced before them, either for the acquitting 
or condemning, of the party accuſed ofany of the ſcan- 
dalous crimes aforeſaid, not capitall: The Elderſhip of 
eyery Congregation ſhall judge the matter of ſcandall 
aforeſaid, being not capitall, upon the teſiimony oftwa 


credible witnefſles.at the leaſt, Satisfaction ſhall be given 


tothe Elderihip ofevery Congregation by ſufficient ma- 
nifeſtation of the Offenders repentance before a perſon 
Izwfully convicted of ſuch matters of ſcandall as afore- 
ſaid, and thereupon ſuſpended from the Sacrament of 
the Lords Supper bee admitted thereunto. If any perſon 
ſuſpended from the Lords Supper ſhall Gndehimſelfe 
orieved with the proceedings beforethe Elderſhip of a- 
ny Congregation, he ſhall have liberty to appeale to the 
Claſſicall Elderſhip, and from thence to the Provinciall 
Afſſembly,, from thence to the Nationall, and from 
thence to the Parliament. And beit further ordained 
by the Lordsand Commons ; That the ſeverall and re- 
ſpetive Elderſhips in their ſeverall reſpeCtiveprocee- 
dings ſhall obſerve theſe enſuings cautions. 

Caution 1. That cognizance and examination of any 
capitall offence ſhall be by the Magittrate thereunto ap- 


' pointed by the Law ofthe Kingdome, who it he ſhall 


commit the party queſtioned to priſon, or ſecure him or 
her by baile, he ſhall thereof make a certificate unto 
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the Elderſhip of the Congregation where he or ſhe did 
laſt reſide, or to any other neighbouring Elderſhip who 
ſhall thereupon have power to ſuſpend the party from 
the Sacrament of the Lords Supper. oo 

2. The Presbeterie or Elderſhip ſhall not have cogni- 
zance of any thing wherein any matter of payment, con- 
trat, or demand 1s concerned, or ofany matter of con- 
veyance, title, interelt, or property, in Lands or Good, 

3. No uſe ſhall be made of any confeſiton or proofe 
made before the Elderſhip at any triall at Law of any 
perſon for any oifence. 

Andit is further ordamed, that the Members of both 
houſes thatnow are members ofthe aſſembly of Divines 
or any ſeven of them be a ſtanding Committee of both 
Houſes of Parliament, to conſider of cauſes of ſuſ- 
pention from the Sacrament ofthe Lords Supper, not 
contained in this Ordinance; unto which Committee 
any ElderſFip ſhall preſent ſuch cauſes, to the end that 
the Parliament,ifneed require, may heare anddetermine 
the ſame. That ifany other notorious and ſcandalous 
ſinnes beſides thoſe nominated in this Ordinance, which 
may be conceived to be a cauſe to ſuſpend from the 
Lords Supper ſhall be certified to any Claſlis either from 
any Congregationall Elderſtip, or otherwiſe, which the 
ſaid Claſlis ſhall thinke fit , to preſent to the ſtanding 
Committee of Parliament. That the ſaid Claſhs ſhall 
preſent the ſame to the ſaid Committee, to the end that 


the Parliament if need require may heareand determine 
the ſame.
